Reverend Hall, 51, who has 
guided growth and operation of 
the church for the past 15 years, 
will ask to be relieved of his 
duties here early in March. His 
new appointment will require him 
to maintain offices in New York 
City. 

During his tenure here, Dr, Hall 
has seen the congregation of his 
church grow from 68 adults to 
more than 1800; he has seen the 
church’s physical plant grow from 
a single acre occupied by a small 
chapel, parish hall and manse re- 
placed by an installation having 
a value estimated at more than 
$750,000; he has seen its program 
grow to where its budget for the 
coming year will be about | 
$150,000. | 
NEW POST 

In his new post, he will be in 
charge of administration of in- 
vestments of the national Presby- 
terian organization. These are 


used for long-term finance of 
church projects throughout the | 
world. | 
‘Dr. Hall’s appointment was 


made by the board of directors of 
the Foundation—a group of Pres- 
byterian leaders from all parts of 
the nation. 

“I have no idea why or how 
I was selected,” Dr. Hall told 
the Recorder this week, “but 
my business background pos- 
sibly had something to do with 
it.” 

Dr. Hall is a graduate of the 
University of Michigan School of 
Business Administration, which 
granted his M.B.A. in 1930. He|

“The growth of our church has 
been the result of a wonderful | 
team effort, with all members of 
the congregation, the staff of the 
church, the elders and the dea- 
cons all working harmoniously to- 
ward a common goal.” 

The staff now numbers 11 per- 
sons. 

“In all these years, only one 
person has left our organization, 
after once joining it,’ Dr: Hall} 
points out. “Even the sexton who | 
was assigned to the church at the | 
same time I was, is still with us.” 

“LT can truthfully say that | 
these 15 years in Menlo Park | 
have been the happiest of my | 
life,” Dr. Hall declared. “The | 
people of the church and the 
community as a whole have 
made it this way.”

NO SALE YET 

A spokesman for the Menlo In- 
vestment Co., however, told the 
Recorder: 

“Bidding (for the property) is 
quite active at this time, but no 
sale has been made.” 

The spokesman added that some 
of the property in the estate has 
“been regarded as worth more 
than $25,000 an acre,” indicating 
the possible magnitude of any 
transaction that might be made. | 

The spokesman also indicated 
that sale price of the estate, over 
the past several years, has been 
largely dependent on other devel- 
opments in the Menlo Park area. 
ANNEXATION STUDIED 

Meanwhile, informal discussion 
aimed at having the territory an- 
nexed to Menlo Park have been in 
process for the past several weeks. 

Greatest portion of the éstate— 
some 400 acres, more or less—is 
expected to be developed in quar- 
ter-acré, single-family residential 
lots. It has been indicated the city 
will press for development along 
existing contours of the land, how- 
ever, meaning that only about 
three such lots can be developed 
on each acre. 


Some 50 acres are proposed for 
apartment house construction, 
according to the present think- 
ing of the developers, and about 
10 acres wilt be ‘reserved’ for 
service-type mercantile develop- 
ment. 

Preliminary drawings suggest 
that the latter will front on Sand 
Hill road. 

It is understood councilmen 
have been approached also with a 
request for their opinion on re- 
aining the several acres surround- 
ing the main, 22-room estate home 
as a country club.

LAST 'BIG ONE’ 


Sharon Heights—all 574 acres 
of it—represents the last unsub- 
divided major estate of the type 
typical on the Peninsula from 
the 1860’s until advancing land 
values, after World War I, forced 
their abandonment. 


The 22-room house and sur- 
rounding lands were developed 
in 1907, according to the memory 
of Mrs. Matilda Sturz, as a 
“weekend place” for the late 
Fred Sharon, son of Senator Wil-

During the 1910’s it remained 
a popular resort for members of 
the family, but they used it less 
and less until the mid-1920’s.

Council Views 
Plan fo Hike 
Garbage Rates 


Menlo Park city council this 
week started considering a pro- 
posed new contract with the San 
Mateo County Scavengers’ Associa- 
tion, under which the basic charge 
for removing home refuse would 
be raised up to 66 percent. 

The scavengers, recently block- 
ed from former sources of income 
by state requirements calling for 
cooking of garbage used for hog 
food and faced with the necessity 
of stopping open burning Feb. 15, 
have been negotiating contracts 
throughout the county. 

They have entered into a con- 
tract with the South San Mateo 
County Refuse Disposal District 
and, according to a spokesman 
Tuesday night, are also preparing 
to set up a new service under 
which they'll remove grass cut- 
tings and other refuse of the type 
ordinarily taken to the dump. 

Under the present franchise, 
the garbage men are emptying 
cans up to 30 gallons’ capacity, 
for a charge of 75 cents a month, 

A proposed rate schedule calls 
for a charge of $1 a month for 
weekly service of a garbage can 
of under 15 gallons; containers 
holding 16 to 25 gallons will be 
serviced for $1.25 a month and 
$1.50 a month is to be charged 
for servicing containers. of 26 
to 32 gallons capacity. 

The spokesman for the scaven- 
zer service said his firm was seek- 
ng a 20-year contraet, but added 
hat it should provide for renego- 
iation in 10 years. 

The scavengers, who dispose of 
he waste on a tract along the bay- 
ide east of Belmont, estimate 
hey can accommodate the garbage 
of the county for the next 20 years 
yn their 147-acre tract. 

However, owing to impending 
imog control regulations, they 
lave been forced to use an ex- 
yensive fill and cover type of op- 
oration, in place of letting hogs 
‘oot through the waste, then touch- 
ng a match to what’s left.

Departure of Don E. Hall 
Is a Loss to Whole Community 


It is with sadness that Menlo Park learns this week of the 
forthcoming resignation of Don Emerson Hall as pastor of the 
Menlo Park Presbyterian Church. 

The sadness. however, is mingled with pride in our com- 
munity and with satisfaction for an old friend, tapped for one ot 
the top administrative posts in his national church organization. 


It is a measure of Don Hall’s stature and breadth of under- 
standing that his departure will be felt throughout the com- 
munity, not just by the members of his church. His energies and 
his wisdom never have been limited to the pulpit, nor to those who 
professed only his faith. 

During the 15 years of service that saw his congregation 
grow from 68 members to 1800, Don Hall has helped, too, to 
guide the growth of Menlo Park from a population of 4,000 to 
25,000 while still preserving the unity and spirit of non-sectarian 
good will that.always have characterized our town. 
~ Such a spirit was evidenced in Menlo Park's infancy when 
residents of all creeds joined together in 1873 to build the Catholic 
Church of the Nativity, first house of worship here. The following 
year, in 1874, Catholics and members of other faiths helped to 
build the Presbyterian “Church of the Pioneers.” This was the 


same graceful white frame structure that stood until 1951 at 


rane 
the’ corner of Santa Cruz avenue and Chestnut street, the same 
church that Don Hall served in the first years of his ministry. 

That such a spirit of cooperation and mutual respect. still 
survived in the growing community was evidenced again in 1947, 
when the Presbyterian Church faced a heavy assessment to build 
Menlo Park's first municipal parking plaza. In the front ranks 
of a public drive to raise the funds were a number of civic leaders, 
active members of the Catholic parish. 

And that such a spirit still exists in Menlo Park today is in 
no small part*due to our having among us men of such broad 
vision as Don Emerson Hall. 

All of us join in a salute to him on his new appointment, but

~ Even Long-Existing Schools Have 
Problems of Growth, Replacement 


Sequoia High School District 
trustees probably will present a. 


| $7,000,000-plus bond issue to the 


voters some time in 1958 and when 
they do, the breakdown probably 
will show an item for either re- 
habilitating or replacing the Se- 
quoia High School boys’ gymna- 
sium. 

The present gym is 33 years old. 
It has dry rot and termite dam- 
age in it. It’s a set of makeshift 
arrangements under one roof, and 
the layout doesn’t allow for ade- 
quate supervision, lighting, stor- 
age of equipment, or indoor ath- 
letics during rainy weather. 

There isn’t much doubt that 
the gym was a good investment. 
A whole generation of boys has 
received physical education 
there, and these include many 
of the adult leaders of south 
San Mateo County community 
life. 

Whether it would cost more to 
rebuild the present structure or 
to replace it with a new one is 
the subject cf a survey being 
made by Pat Keller, Menlo Park | 
architect. 

Until Menlo- Atherton High} 
School was built, it served all} 
high school boys from Belmont 
creek south; the school it serves 
has nad enioilmenis ranging up- 
wards from 660 to 2400. 

As the years go by, fewer and 
fewer young people from Menlo 
Park and Atherton will be attend- 
ing Sequoia. But local voters wlil 
be asked to pass on whether or 
not they feel they can afford to 
replace or rebuild the facility, 
and so have a direct concern. 

The $7.000,000-plus figure has 
been given by the Sequoia Dis- 


trict Citizens’ Advisory commit- 
tee as the minimum needed to 
meet the district’s requirements 


during the next 10 years. It’s cur- 
rently being studied by architects, 
so that, when finally presented to 
the voters, it will include every- 
thing needed and the cost esti- 
mates will be up to date.

School people now have results of 
careful studies, some involving 
years of work and thousands of | 
collars, which give direct help on 
such topics the most useful 
words in spelling, the hardest op-| 
erations in arithmetic, and the! 
best ways of solving problems. 

As in medicine and engineering, 
there is a lag between discovery 
and classroom application, but 
more and more the results of re- 
search are being put into practice 
in the modern school. 

Because of these and other de- 
velopments, children tend to learn 
more efficiently than ever before.
